DJ Jo opens facility 
for vulnerable teens 


A SPECIALIST unit built 
so teenagers with acute 
mental health prob¬ 
lems can be treated 
near their families, has 
been officially opened 
in Northampton. 

Radio DJ Jo Whiley, who 
is an ambassador of Men- 
cap, was guest of honour at 
the official opening of The 
Sett, Northamptonshire 
Healthcare NHS Foundation 
Trust’s £3 million specialist 
inpatient facility in North¬ 
ampton. 

The unit, at the Princess 
Marina Hospital site, off 
Berry wood Road, Duston, is 
the first of its kind in North¬ 
amptonshire. 

Miss Whiley said: “It pro¬ 
vides such an invaluable 
service for young people who 
have mental health issues. 

“It helps them and their 
families stay together. It 
gives them time out and 
gives their families a break. 
It rehabilitates them as well. 

“It sounds such a fabulous 
idea.” 

The 10-bedroom unit is 
for teens who have complex 
emotional and mental health 
needs and who would benefit 
from a short period of inten¬ 
sive specialist support. 


Some of their problems 
include acute psychiatric 
illness, anxiety and depres¬ 
sion, attachment disorders, 
attention deficit disorder, ob¬ 
sessive-compulsive disorder, 
post-traumatic stress, self- 
harm and severe phobias. 

The admissions unit 

- named by the children af¬ 
ter a local badger population 

- also works with young peo¬ 
ple who have autistic spec¬ 
trum disorders, eating dis¬ 
orders and substance misuse 
problems. 

Treatment is usually 
short-term and can involve 
cognitive behavioural ther¬ 
apy, family therapy and play 
therapy. 

While at The Sett, young 
people can maintain their 
family ties and learn skills 
that can help them manage 
their health when they are 
discharged. 

A spokeswoman for North¬ 
amptonshire Healthcare said 
young county patients would 
now find it much easier to be 
supported by their families 
when they are treated. 

She said: “The opening of 
The Sett means that young 
people experiencing an acute 
mental health crisis can now 
receive specialist inpatient 
assessment, treatment and 
support close to home.”

AN application will be made to cre¬ 
ate an “enterprise zone” in North¬ 
ampton which would lead to a 
major redevelopment of the town 
centre, including knocking down a 
gasometer and building a new exit 
road. 

West Northamptonshire Develop¬ 
ment Corporation (WNDC) is pre¬ 
paring a bid which, if successful, 
would create 10,000 new jobs and 
generate almost £1 billion of private 
sector investment in the town. 

The proposed enterprise zone is 
likely to include existing regenera¬ 
tion projects the WNDC is involved 
in, such as the area around Castle 
Station, the Grosvenor Centre and 
the brownfield site near to the Avon 
headquarters. 

MP Brian Binley said that large 
parts of the town were ripe for rede¬ 
velopment and he had already met 
Peter Mawson, chief executive of the 
WNDC, and John Markham, chair¬ 
man of the WNDC, to talk about the 
details of the plans, which must be 
submitted by the end of June. 

The MP said discussions 
would take place with National 
Grid about the possibility of demol¬ 
ishing the gasometer off Towcester 
Road and another part of the plans 
could see a new section of road built 
to link St James Retail Park with 
Harvey Reeves Road. 

In total, 21 enterprise zones are 
set to be established, 10 of these 
were announced last week but 
Northampton would be bidding to 
become one of the remaining 11 
projects. 


AN inventive Northampton 
man has found a new way to 
get around the current fuel cri¬ 
sis. . . by powering his car with 
leftover oil from Indian restau¬ 
rants. 

Frustrated with rising fuel prices 
and the damage car emissions do to 
the environment, 58-year-old Michael 
Prokopiuk, from Weston Favell, decid¬ 
ed to come up with a unique alternative 
to filling up at the pump. 

The former car mechanic, who had 
to stop work for health reasons, said: “I 
just got so fed up with paying such high 
fuel prices I decided to do something 
about it. 

“I have made it out of waste vegeta¬ 
ble oil that I collect from several Indian 
restaurants in Northampton. 

“Indian restaurants have the best 
vegetable oil because they don’t fry so 
many fatty meats. 

“I just leave my tub with them and 
then come back a few weeks later and 
it is full up. 

“I am looking at some fish and chip 
shops which only fry fish and chips, no 
meat. 

“I only pay them between 15p and 24p 
for a litre, so with additives it costs be¬ 
low 40p for a litre of diesel. 

“It cost me about £350 to get all the 
equipment and set it all up but I will get 
that money back soon with the savings 
I make.” 

Mr Prokopiuk, who is now running 
his diesel Corsa off his home made bio¬ 
fuel, added: “Since 2007 the Government 
has allowed every home to make up 
to 2,500 litres of biofuel tax free for a 
year. 

“You will never use this much, it is 
an excellent way to combat the fuel cri¬ 
sis.” 

Alan Heath, from Friends of the 
Earth Northants, said: “Anything 
which gets us re-using waste materials 
is fantastic. Another way to save fuel 
includes driving just below the speed 
limit.” 

Dr Mick Boswell, senior lecturer 
in engineering at the University of 
Northampton, who has been work¬ 
ing in biofuels since 1985, said: “The 
problem with some biofuels is making 
them politically and economically fea¬ 
sible as well, as seen in the case of palm 
oil. 

“But this idea seems to meet all the 
criteria for a clean fuel and is a great 
idea. 

“Other biofuels we can make are 
ethanol from sugar cane and methane 
from decomposing rubbish.” 

Rudolf Diesel, who patented the die¬ 
sel engine, ran his first engine on peanut 
oil at the World Exhibition in Paris in 
1900.

SAINTS bosses have 
launched a club investiga¬ 
tion after star player Ben 
Foden was arrested follow¬ 
ing an apparent row with a 
London taxi driver. 

The England full-back was ar¬ 
rested by police after he was al¬ 
legedly involved in an altercation 
while celebrating Sunday’s Aviva 
Premiership win over Wasps in a 
trendy London nightspot. 

Foden, aged 25, who scored a 
try in the match, was arrested 
along with a 23-year-old man and 
was held at a central London 
police station overnight before 
being bailed pending further in¬ 
quiries. 

A spokesman for the Met Po¬ 
lice said both men must report to 
a police station next month. 

Foden was arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of causing criminal damage 
in Old Park Lane, near London’s 
Park Lane and Mayfair, at around 



3.30am on Monday. 

Northampton Saints yester¬ 
day said the club was taking the 
allegation “very seriously” and 
promised to conduct its own in¬ 
vestigation. 

A Franklin’s Gardens spokes¬ 
man said: “Northampton Saints 
takes any such allegations very 
seriously and is conducting its 
own investigation to ascertain all 
the facts of the alleged incident. 

“The club is working with Ben 
Foden and his representatives, 
the Rugby Football Union and 
Premiership Rugby and will con¬ 
tinue to do so during the investi¬ 
gation process. 


“Both Northampton Saints 
and Ben Foden will also continue 
to co-operate with all the relevant 
authorities.” 

An RFU spokesman said: “We 
are aware of the allegations but 
at the current time this is a mat¬ 
ter for the player and his club 
and we are working with them to 
understand the facts of the situ¬ 
ation. 

“We will wait to see the out¬ 
come of any police investigation 
before deciding if further action 
is required.” 

Foden, whose girlfriend is a 
member of the pop band The Sat¬ 
urdays, has played for England 15 
times. He has played more than 
70 times for Saints.

Circus 

abuse 


THE circus owners at the 
centre of an elephant 
abuse scandal have spo¬ 
ken of their "devasta¬ 
tion and shock" at see¬ 
ing undercover video 
footage of the elderly 
animal being beaten, as 
a police investigation 
was launched. 

Bobby and Moira Roberts, 
aged 72 and 68 respectively, of 
Bobby Roberts Super Circus, 
based in Northamptonshire, 
told the Chronicle & Echo they 
were horrified when they dis¬ 
covered Britain’s last circus 
elephant, Annie, had been 
filmed being struck with a 
metal pitchfork, kicked in the 
face and body, and shackled 
by heavy chains in the winter 
quarters of their circus. 

The images of the arthritic 
57-year-old Asian elephant be¬ 
ing beaten 48 times, have cre¬ 
ated a media furore after pres¬ 
sure group Animal Defenders 
International (ADI) filmed 
and released the covert video. 

A tearful Mrs Roberts, said: 
“I can’t put into words how 
upset we are about this. I have 
never seen Bobby like this in 
the whole of our 45 years of 
married life; he is absolutely 
distraught. 

“We trusted that boy [An¬ 
nie’s carer], we showed him 


how to look after that animal 
properly, it just seems com¬ 
pletely out of character he 
would treat her like this. 

“There were never any 
marks so we had no idea it 
was going on. 

“I don’t understand why 
these campaigners didn’t tell 
us earlier so this could be 
stopped. They were filming 
for weeks and they could have 
put an end to it as soon as they 
saw it happening. 

“Annie is fine now We had 
our vet check her out as soon 
as possible. We are horrified 
this has happened to her.” 

Mrs Roberts said a Romani¬ 
an groom employed to care for 
the animal had since disap¬ 
peared. She said: “I presume 
he is on his way back to where 
he came from. 

“We wish we had been given 
the opportunity to prosecute 
him and hand him over to the 
police.” 

Northamptonshire Police 
has released a statement say¬ 
ing they were conducting a 
joint investigation into the 
matter with the RSPCA. 

Animal rights campaigners 
have now called for a ban on 
the use of all wild animals in 
circuses.

Marathon run in 
Mark’s memory 


A WOMAN whose husband 
died from Alzheimer’s aged 
41 will run the London Mar¬ 
athon for the second succes¬ 
sive year in his memory. 

Mother-of-two Dione Prid¬ 
dy, from Northampton, com¬ 
pleted the 26.2-mile course 
around the capital last year 
in three hours and 56 min¬ 
utes, just two days after 
the funeral of her husband 
Mark, who died earlier that 
month after a five-year bat¬ 
tle with early onset Alzheim¬ 
er’s. Her efforts raised more 
than £14,000 for Alzheimer’s 
Research UK. 

This year Dione hopes to 
raise even more by complet¬ 
ing the race again on Sun¬ 
day, April 17, this time with 
her brother James, nephew 
Greg and friend Vikki. 

She said: “Mark was only 
36 when he was diagnosed 
with early-onset Alzheim¬ 


er’s. I was shocked to discov¬ 
er research into this devas¬ 
tating disease is dreadfully 
under-funded. I promised 
Mark I’ll do everything I 
can to help Alzheimer’s Re¬ 
search UK defeat dementia 
and I’ll be running the 2011 
marathon to do exactly that 
in his memory. 

“When we met in 1995 
Mark was the life and soul 
of the party. Just 10 years 
later, after a period of won¬ 
dering what was wrong, he 
was diagnosed with this cru¬ 
el disease. 

Dione added: “The rigor¬ 
ous training for the mara¬ 
thon helps keep me focused 
and it’s great to know I’m 
doing something positive to 
help the research experts. 

“Words can’t describe how 
much I want a cure for this 
disease so other people don’t 
have to suffer.”

DELAYED work to 
improve the Barnes 
Meadow interchange 
in Northampton is 
not due to be com¬ 
pleted until May at 
the earliest, North¬ 
amptonshire County 
Council has revealed. 

The work, to improve 
the flow of traffic around 
the busy roundabout, 
had been due to be com¬ 
pleted by the end of this 
month. However, a coun¬ 
cil spokesman said con¬ 
struction workers had 


been unable to catch up 
on missed working hours 
during December’s cold 
snap and work had now 
slipped by at least another 
few weeks. 

The council has also 
explained a concrete ‘traf¬ 
fic island’ installed in the 
middle of a section of 
the road to prevent peo¬ 
ple from drifting between 
lanes. 

The island, which 
amounts to a raised con¬ 
crete kerb and divides two 
lanes of the roundabout, 
has raised concerns with 
motorists worried about 


accidentally driving into 
it, especially after dark. 

However, the council 
says the island meets safe¬ 
ty requirements and has 
been installed to stop driv¬ 
ers “suddenly” veering 
from one lane to another. 

A spokesman said: “The 
concept has gone through 
an independent safety au¬ 
dit so that it meets safety 
standards. 

“The island is in the con¬ 
struction phase at present 
and when it is complete 
there will be appropriate 
line marking and a bollard 
so its presence is clear.”

Supporters of the project in¬ 
cluding Macmillan chairwom¬ 
an in Northamptonshire Lady 
Morton, hospital medical direc¬ 
tor and consultant haematolo- 
gist Dr Sonia Swart and Mac¬ 
millan fundraising manager 
Marcus Cox gathered at the site 
on Friday to see how work was 
progressing. 

Lady Morton said: “It’s very 


good to see the work being done 
because it desperately needs do¬ 
ing. 

“Macmillan does such a good 
job and this new unit will be part 
of that.” 

Ward sister Nettie Steel said: 
“It was actually quite sad for the 
nurses to see the old unit come 
down but it was exciting at the 
same time, thinking it will never 
be the same again. 

“Every day we come and have 
a look at what’s happening. 

“They’re getting on really well 
with it and it’s exciting to see the 
foundations in. 

“In the next few weeks we’ll 
see the building taking shape and 
that’s going to be so exciting. 

“We just can’t wait for it to all 
be finished now.” 

The Chron and Macmillan’s 
charity appeal aims to raise £1.55 
million to build the new haema¬ 
tology unit. 

So far more than £400,000 has 
been raised towards the project, 
and fundraising continues 
to help see the building work 


through to its planned comple¬ 
tion in November. 

Patrick Cassidy, managing 
director of J Tomlinson Ltd, 
the contractors behind the 
build project, said everything 
was on target to be finished on 
time. 

He said: “This project for Mac¬ 
millan is the first we’ve done for 
them and we’re very pleased to 
have been asked. 

“It’s a difficult site to work on 
because of the access and the 
limited space to work in but it’s 
going to be a worthwhile build¬ 
ing serving a good purpose when 
it’s finished. 

“The site has got its challeng¬ 
es but it all seems to be going 
well and we’re on track for it to 
be completed in the autumn as 
planned.”

Trail marks 
key places 



TOURS of four key historic 
sites which helped shape 
Northampton are to be 
launched this weekend as 
part of a new project. 

From Saturday, the Castle Ward 
Heritage group is to issue trail 
leaflets guiding people around 
Castle Mound, the site of St An¬ 
drew’s Priory, Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre and St Peter’s Church 

Chana Bedford, development 
officer, with The Churches Con¬ 
servation Trust, based at St 
Peter’s Church, Marefair, said: 
“These sites are pivotal to the me¬ 
dieval history of Northampton 
and it was the area around the 
Castle and St Peter’s Street where 
the town of Northampton began, 
growing eastwards to where the 
present town centre is today 

“Even still, there is nothing 
around today to represent that 
and that’s what we aim to cor¬ 
rect.” 

The Castle Mound overlooking 
Northampton Station is arguably 
the most important of the four 
sites. 

Northampton was once a major 
city in medieval England and the 
stone castle was the seat of roy¬ 
alty, with King John holding par¬ 


liaments there. The famous trial 
of Thomas Becket also took place 
there in 1164. 

Of the original castle, only the 
stone Postern Gate, re-erected 
outside the train station, still 
stands. 

The launch event will take 
place from 11am to 3pm at St Pe¬ 
ter’s Church, Marefair. 

As well as meeting some of the 
people involved in the project, vis¬ 
itors can obtain a copy of the trail 


leaflet, which is funded by North¬ 
amptonshire County Council, and 
volunteers will be on hand to give 
mini tours of the four sites. 

Entertainment will be provided 
by a professional court jester and 
medieval re-enactors will be set¬ 
ting up camp in the church yard. 

Mrs Bedford said: “It’s vital 
that we keep the memory of these 
sites alive and show people what 
a rich and varied history North¬ 
ampton has.”

A BRAVE and noble son 
atones for the sins of 
his father in Kevin 
Macdonald’s swords and 
togas epic, based on novel 
The Eagle Of The Ninth by 
Rosemary Sutcliff. 

Set in the wilds of 140 AD

partly filmed in Hungary, 
The Eagle pits the might of 
the Rome Empire against 
the barbarism of the indig¬ 
enous tribes, who slit the 
throats of their badly-be¬ 
haved children. 


Channing Tatum strides 
manfully into the breach as 
the emotionally and physi¬ 
cally scarred hero of the 
hour, coping well with the 
rigours of Jeremy Brock’s 
screenplay that includes 
some bone-crunching battle 
sequences. 

A skirmish between the 
legionnaires and the 
heathens at the begin¬

recordings now live until someone deletes them. 

Delicate ears might find the audio system a 
little unsubtle, but it certainly does the business, 
much like the car you’ll find it attached to. 

With a radiator grille the size of a small 
county, blacked out side windows and bulging 
wheelarches, the Outlander is a long way from 
the shrinking violet school of car design. 

Don’t dismiss the car as more brawn than 
brains, though; beneath that rugged exterior 
lies some sophisticated thinking, aimed at 
making the car easier to live with. 

Easier on the pocket, thanks to a diesel 
engine with variable valve technology (a world 
first with diesel) the Outlander uses rather less 
of the smelly stuff than you might think. 

I recorded 37mpg on a long cross country 
haul, a respectable figure for a car built tough 
(and heavy) enough for serious off-road work. 

Then there’s the gearbox on this upper level 
model; it uses two clutches to swap gears quickly 
and smoothly, while you give your left foot a rest. 
A pair of alloy paddles behind the steering wheel 
let you play racing drivers, or select a lower gear 
to save the brakes down long, steep hills. 


All that computing power stored in the hard 
drive means the standard fit satellite naviga¬ 
tion system plots a new route with the speed of 
a crazed cartographer. 

Venture down a twisty lane in the depths of 
night and you’ll be grateful for some of the most 
powerful xenon headlights of recent experience, 
and smile as smaller auxiliary lights illuminate 
the nearside verge on tighter corners. 

This latest Outlander range starts at £22,099 
and offers a pretend proper off-road version 
without four-wheel drive Gust like Land Rov¬ 
er’s newest Freelander). I suspect the car’s tall 
build means it will still go nearly anywhere an 
owner might want, without the added weight, 
complexity and economy burden of a proper 
all-wheel drive system. 

Every Outlander has seven seats, the rearmost 
folding into the boot floor. The second row also 
fold at the touch of as button, sadly those on 
the test car wouldn’t pull upright again. Easily 
sorted, I’m sure, but annoying all the same. 

Otherwise, there’s a genuine last forever feel 
about the interior of the Outlander. Not a bad 
place to spend eternity either.

Angry Barwell on the 
attack over salary cap 


SAINTS chairman Keith Barwell 
has slammed the salary cap as 
"ridiculous" and believes it is 
choking the club's growth. 

Discussions are currently ongoing 
between the Premiership clubs over 
the future of the salary cap. It will be 
set again at £4m next season, but it has 
yet to be decided what will be done for 
2012-13. 

Bath, Leicester and Saints have all 
called for it to be raised, but those with¬ 
out such financial power are against it 
and they are in the majority 

Barwell would like to see the sal¬ 
ary cap done away with, which would 
finally remove question marks over 
clubs at the top of the table with large 
squads, such as Leicester. 

The Saints chairman, who will be 


standing down to hand over to his son 
Leon in September, said: “I have been 
consistent on this. We had a salary cap 
for 120 years and it was called ama¬ 
teurism. 

“It is a ridiculous situation. If you 
have a salary cap, it is hard to hold on 
to somebody like Courtney Lawes, who 
was in our academy a few years ago. 

“When he plays for England his 
agent is not silly, he is going to ask for 
more money, but if you have a salary 
cap you can’t pay him more or you can 
but that leads to death. 

“Two years ago we had a squad of 39, 
last year 35, this year 31... that is not a 
way forward for sustainable rugby” 

The shrinking size of Saints’ squad 
was shown up during the Six Nations, 
when combined with injuries and 
suspension plus having four players 


with England and one with Scotland, 
they suffered four successive league 
defeats. 

It is in stark contrast to clubs like 
Leicester and Saracens, who have 
somehow still used 44 and 42 players 
in the Premiership and Heineken Cup 
this season while amassing a raft of 
internationals. 

Barwell added: “This is the clubs’ 
organisation, it is their rule and it is a 
daft rule, which I am bound by because 
the majority voted for it. 

“But you have to understand that 
because the majority of the people are 
not making any money their vision is 
survival rather than expansion.” 

Saints along with Leicester, are the 
only clubs who make a profit in the 
Premiership, though Bath, Saracens 
and Gloucester have big money back¬ 


ers behind them. And Saints could 
open up a new money stream if the 
Heineken Cup quarter-final at sta- 
diurmmk against Ulster goes well. It 
could lead to more games in Milton 
Keynes. 

“The more you do this sort of thing 
and the more it is on TV the more 
sponsorship we get,” said Barwell. “At 
Milton Keynes in two weeks time you 
are going to see superstars. As good as 
MK Dons are, you don’t get the likes of 
David Beckham there. 

“You have got five players from the 
England team, and other internation¬ 
als like Soane Tonga’uiha, appearing 
there.” 

Saints are back in Aviva Premier¬ 
ship action this Saturday when 
they entertain Sale Sharks at the Gar¬ 
dens. 


Branston 
goes 
on the 
attack 

FURIOUS former Cobbler 
Guy Branston went on the 
attack following last Friday’s 
controversial 2-2 draw with 
Torquay at Sixfields, criticis¬ 
ing goal-scoring hero Guil¬ 
lem Bauza. 

Branston, who spent a 
month on loan with the Cob¬ 
blers in November 2007, 
also slammed the Sixfields 
crowd for influencing what 
he thought was an inept per¬ 
formance from referee Chris 
Sarginson. 

Branston echoed the 
thoughts of his manager, 
Paul Buckle, who claimed 
his side were robbed after 
the Cobblers were given a 
free-kick on the edge of the 
penalty area deep in to injury 
time that resulted in Bauza’s 
equaliser. 

“The referee gave a lot of 
the decisions their way,” said 
Branston. “I was booked for 
blocking a Spanish player. 

“But he was diving around 
making a meal of things. The 
referee was very much North¬ 
ampton. We can’t have that in 
this division, it is disappoint¬ 
ing.” 

Branston believes the free- 
kick awarded to the Cobblers 
from which they equalised 
six minutes into stoppage 
time should have been given 
to his side, claiming Shaun 
Harrad elbowed Gulls centre- 
back Chris Robertson. 

“The referee is a very good 
referee, there is no doubt 
about that. But I can’t under¬ 
stand it, there was no consist¬ 
ency . . . our centre-forward 
was getting fouled left, right 
and centre, but there was no 
free-kick.” 

And Branston couldn’t 
resist a pop at the home sup¬ 
port, criticising them for 
what he feels is an inferiority 
complex. 

“They (the crowd) made a 
meal of everything that went 
on, and that is what North¬ 
ampton does,” said Branston. 
“They are very bitter and 
twisted. They think the world 
is against them.” 

The Cobblers travel to 
Acrington Stanley in npower 
League Two on Saturday.
